Beaten to death and her clothing 
partially ripped from her, the body of 
Mrs. Hattie Howe, 35-year-old wife of 
H. T. dowe, of a Luckie street ad- 
dress, Atlanta, was found about 6 
o'clock yesterday morning in a clump 
of woods about six miles from Dallas, 
Georgia. 

- About a half-mile from the scene of 
the murder was found an abandoned 
truck which Sheriff Frank Couch, of 
Paulding county, said belonged to her 
husband. The stock of a shotgun was 
found near the body and the barrel of 


the same weapon was discovered in the 
abandoned truck, officers reported. 
Couch ordered Howe arrested on & 
murder charge and late last night At- 
lanta police were hunting him. 
Death Pact Theory. 
The Paulding sheriff said one theory 
was that Howe and his wife had en- 


tered into a death pact and that he 


had failed to end his own life follow- 
ing the death of his wife. — 

Mrs. Howe's body was badly mu- 
tilated and her head bore signs of sev- 


eral heavy blows which officials be- 
lieve were inflicted by the stock of the 
shotgun. 

The body was discovered by Albert 
Gore, a farmer, who notified the sher- 
iff. Identification was established by 
her former husband, Homer Waters, 
from wh.m she had been divorced five 
years. She had been married to Ho--e 
about three years, the sheriff declared. 

Couch expressed the belief Mrs. 
Howe had been killed during Sunday 
afternoon. Solicitor General EB. CO. 
Hutchens declai.d Howe and his wife 
had been seen together Sunday. 

Atlanta police said yesterday Howe 
was known to them and Detective 
Lieutenant C. FE. McCrary said he was 
a convicted bootlegger and had served 
on the chain gang. 

Howe, according to R. C. McCall, 
Fulton tower jailer, at the present 
time is at liberty under $1,000 bond

FORREST ADAIR SR 


DIES AT: RESIDENCE 


Real Estate Developer, 
Philanthropist, Passes 
Shortly Before 2 O’Clock 


Forrest Adair Sr., prominent At- 
lanta real estate operator died short] 
before 2 o'clock this morning at si 
residence, 826 Peachtree street, N. E. 

Mr. Adair had been prominent: in 
civic leadership in Atlanta and the 
south for many yearé, He was a 
native of Atlanta and a son of George 
W. Adair, one of the founders of the 
city. Mr. Adair was one of the origi- 
nators of the Scottish Rite Hospital 
movement for crippled children. There 
are 12 of these hospitals, one of which 
is located in Atlanta, 

He was born in Atlanta on March 
25, 1865, son of George W. and Mary 
Jane (Perry) Adair. Colonel Adair, 


his father, was the conductor of the 


first railroad train to enter Atlanta 
over the Georgia railroad in 1845 and 
was an aide on the staff of General 
N. B. Forrest during the War Be- 
tween the States.. 

Mr. Adair was one of the leading 
real eState developers of the city and 
was associated with the late Asa (. 
Candler, in the development of Druid 
Hills, one of Atlanta’s most magnifi- 
cent residential sections. 

He was a 33d degree Mason and 
was illustrious potentate of the 
Yaarab temple of the Shrine in At- 
lanta for 15 years. 

In this capacity he served from 1899 
to 1911 and from 1912 to 1915. He was 
a life member of the Imperial Council 
of the Shrine. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs.

Four Atlantans will take part in 
the ceremonies at Olustee, Fia., Fri- 
day afternoon, when a marker will be 
unveiled to commemorate the heroism 
of General Alfred H. Colquitt, dis- 
tinguished Georgia military leader and 
statesman. - 3 

Invitations to the exercises com- 
memorating the southern victory dur- 
ing the War Between the States have 
been isused by Mrs. Frank Adams 
Dennis, division president of Georgia, 
and the Alfred H. Colquitt Chapter, 
United Daughters of the Confederacy. 


Governor Talmadge will be repre- 
sented at the ceremonies by Captain 
A, L. Henson. Others attending will 
be Judge Walter T. Colquitt, who will 
make the principal address; Preston 
Arkwright Jr. and Mrs. Fred Han- 
son, head of the Colquitt chapter. 


General Colquitt made the Battle of 
Olustee, otherwise known as the Bat- 
tle of Ocean Pond, a decisive victory 
for, the south. He later distinguished 
himself as go.ernor of Georgia and as 
a United States senator, 


Olustee, which was fought Febru- 
ary 20, 1864, was the only major bat- 
tle of the war fought in Florida. Gen- 
eral Culquitt instructed his men to 
shout and make all the noise possible 
when their ammunition gave out. This 
strategy held off the enemy while am- 
munition arrived, Colquitt’s men then 
moved fcrward and swept the field. 
Shortly afterwards the Federals sailed 
for Charleston, abandoning Florida 
and their effort to isolate that state 
from the Confederacy. 


DOG FOOD FOR POOR 
LAID TO DEMOCRATS 


Dickinson Charges 20 Pct. 
of Annual Output Used 


by Humans. 


WASHINGTON, April 27—(#)—~ 
An assertion the administration had 
forced thousands of poor persons to a 
diet of dog food “unfit for even dogs 
to eat” was’ made in the senate to- 
day by Senator Dickinson, republi- 
can, Iowa. 

Assailing what he called the Roose- 
velt .“searcity” program, Dickinson 
said this and non-enforcement of the 
pure food laws had caused many to 
eat poor dog food. 

Senator opeland, democrat, New 
York, immediately challenged the 
statement that the Roosevelt. regime 
was at fault, but added better food 
inspections were needed. He said a 
“niggardly congress” failed to provide 
sufficient appropriations for the food 
and drug administration. 

Senator Byrnes,. democrat, South 
Carolina, an administration leader, 
walked into the chamber some time 
after Dickinson spoke and poked fun 


| at what he called the “republican cam- 


paign issue of healthy dog food.” 

‘He said the issue is not canned 
food—it is canned speeches,” he as- 
serted. ,

estimated 20: per cent of the annual 
output. or approximately 100,000,000 
pounds of dog food was eaten by 
people.

ems of Maladjusted Child. |F/NPCING DEFENDANTS 


Important Service Performed by Community Chest 
Agency Promises Future Dividends in Form of Useful 
and Successful Careers for Atlantans. 


(Editor's Note: This is one of a series of articles devoted to a dis- 
cussion of Atlanta’s welfare needs and how the community is meeting 


them.)

There are about 70,000 children of 
school age in Atlanta. Many of them 
present unusual individual problems 
that demand special consideration by 
teachers and parents. 


Because the special attention needed 
by the unusual child is a problem in- 
volving not only the individual ‘but 
the entire group, a service has been 
built up that has assisted in bringing 
about the necessary adjustment in a 
number of difficult situations. 

Most of the examples of improper 
adjustment reveal themselves in the 
schools where children are thrown 
into close contact with others. 
Through an agreement between the 
schoo) authorities and the Family So- 
ciety, the help of the society and its 
trained workers is available for fam- 
ilies who need special assistance in 
the care of children suffering frim 
emotional or physical disturbances. 

No situation of this kind is handled 
by the Family Society, however, un- 
til there is complete understanding 
anf co-operation on the part of the 
parents and the teachers. Causes of 
the failure of the individual child to 
fit into the school programs and make 
regular progress are so varied this 
understanding is essential for the care- 
ful and often lengthy studies that 
must be made. : 

Physical Tests First. 

These studies begin with a thorough 
physical examination, including .care- 
ful tests of sight and hearing. This 
is followed by an examination of the 
past history of the child, his environ- 
ment and family background. A psy- 
chiatric examination is made by a 
specialist trained in the diagnosis-and 
treatment of nervous and behavior dis- 
orders of children, who is a regular 
member of the staff of the Family 
Society. 

At each of these steps the cause of 
the unusual behavior of the child is 
found in some cases. This cause may 
be an easily remedied physical handi- 
cap. It may be an emotional difficul- 
ty that calls for special treatment. 
But in the large majority of cases 
it is misunderstanding in the home 
which can be worked out through the 
parents. 

Whatever the cause, the study re- 
sults in a conference between the 
teacher, the psychiatrist, the Family 
Society worker and other interested 
persons at which the child receives 
careful, individual consideration and 
the best possible solution worked out. 


Need for Service. 

The need for this individual con- 
sideration is the reason for the serv- 
ice as part of the regular work of the 
Family Society. It is a service that is 
not a part of the school system. In 
fact many situations are referred to 
the Family Society for adjustment 
thatedo not arise in the public schools. 
They originate with parents, with phy- 
sicians, with neighbors or with 
friends. 

Children of each age group have 
their. particular. problems of adjust- 
ment. Some may be temporary. Some 
may be indications of more. serious 
problems that will develop later. This 
work with children and their parents 
in Atlanta has not only resulted in 
correcting disturbing conditions that 
show up in family life and in school- 
rooms. Its results in preventing more 
serious trouble for the individual and 


the community in the years to come 


t. be calculated. 
urveys have shown that a_ large 
portion of Americans, estimated by 
some as high as one. person in four, 
have at some time in their lives dis- 
orders that require the care of a psy- 
chiatrist. Many of these emotional 
difficulties can be traced to lack of 

proper adjustment in childhood. 

This work that is being done in 
Atlanta is grr the jump on these 
disorders. It is building a more effi- 
cient citizenship for the future.

$3,000,000 gift from the Rockefeller-

Robbins said the gift “will create 
in North America for the first time 
a modern cancer institute even more

This child was given physica] and 
mental tests and found to be above 
the average. But when the worker 
looked into the family background she 
found the trouble. 

The parents had wanted a boy. They 
had let her feel they were disappoint- 
ed because she was a girl. She lacked 
a feeling of security in the home. 

When her baby brother was. born, 
things becarme much worse. All the 
life in the home was centered about 
the son. Child-like, the girl reacted 
through her need for recognition. She 
did things that were not right because 
she felt they would establish her per- 
sonality. 

Larger Place in Home. 

The parents and the teacher were 
called into conference. It was ar- 
ranged for the little girl to have a 
larger. place in home life. The teach- 
er agreed to give her responsibilities 
of leadership in some of the activities 
of the classroom. 

She began to realize she really had 
a place in the home and in the school. 
Her disturbing conduct soon ended. 
The marks on her report card became 
A’s and an-occasional B. She began 
to feel her baby brother was some 
thing to love instead of resent. 

This kind of thing has happened 
many times in Atlanta. It is. part 
of the widespread service financed by 
Community Chest dollars.

EUROPE SWINGS TO LEFT 

Europe’s troubles are apt to be 
augmented by the sweeping gains 
made by the communist party in 
the French elections for the cham- 
ber of deputies, the control of the 
Spanish parliamentary elections by 
the leftist “popular party,” and the 
open break between Vice Chancel- 
lor von Starhemberg and Chancel- 
lor Schuschnigg in Austria. 

While it was felt that the com- 
munists would increase the number 
of seats held by them in the French 
chamber of deputies, there was no 
indication that the 10 seats they 
hold in the outgoing chamber would 
grow to 40 in the new chamber, 
but the indications are that they 
will have established this disturb- 
ing increase when the run-off elec- 
tions have been completed. 

In» the Spanish elections, the 
rightist Ceda party and the royal- 
ists, realizing that they faced over- 
whelming defeat, did not participate 
in the elections held for the pur- 
pose of naming electors who, will 
meet with parliament on May 10 to 
elect Spain’s second president. 

The break between von Starhem- 
berg and Schuschnigg has not been 
unexpected, but the violence with 
which the young head of the heim- 
wehr challenged the government to 
attempt the dissolution of his mili- 
tary forces was not anticipated. 

Democracy, declared the vice 
chancellor, has become “high trea- 
son in Austria,” while the chancel- 
lor countered with the charge that 
“Austria is not Italy and Austrians 
are not fascists.”” Schuschnigg sig-

HEALTH TALKS

THE SHORT FAT CHILD. 
Certain children are apparently 
normal in every way except that they 


‘do not grow normally in height. They 


are not cretinoid in appearance, that 
is, they show none of the signs which 
are characteristic of cretinism, con- 
enital deficiency of thyroid gland 
unction. Some of these children are 
not only short but much too fat, al- 
though they present few or none of 
the evidences of hypothyroidism or 
functional deficiency of the thyroid 
gland which are so common in adults 
who are too fat. 

Yet thyroid treatment of these 
short fat children. is remarkably ef- 
fective. With it the physician can 
regularly take off from 10 to 
pounds of excess weight and without 
any restriction of the child’s diet, 
which is obviously an important ad- 
vantage, for it is always a serious 
matter to attempt any restriction o 
diet in a growing child, no matter 
what the object may be. 

It is always a serious matter, too, 
to rs thyroid treatment to an adult 
and whenever such treatment is used 
the patient must be under medical 


of | observation constantly. Any one who 


ventures to take thyroid in any form 
without medical supervision is gam- 
bling not only with health but with 
life itself. | 

Fortunately, these short fat chil- 
dren tolerate thyroid better than do 
hypothyroid adults. Such a child, nor- 
mal in every other respect, normal 
or perhaps above the normal in in- 
telligence, will fairly sprout up un- 
der thyroid therapy. 

Besides thyroid therapy, in some 
cases treatment™~ with pituitary and 
with thymus gland hormones may 
give excellent results. 

A boy aged 14 years with stunted 
growth grew 9 1-4 inches taller in 
three years on thymus treatment. A 
girl aged 11 30 pounds overweight 
was normal in weight after six 
months of thyroid treatment. A girl 
of 11, dwarfed in height, gained eight 
inches in stature in two years of pi- 
tuitary . treatment. 

In certain cases where there is 
failure to grow in height, the child 
is also underweight.

RAILWAY WINS SUIT 


Held Not Liable for Damage 


to Beer Shipment. 


The Southern Railway yesterday 

won its fight to keep-from paying for 
alleged damages to beer during trans- 
fer of the beverage before it became 
legal in Georgia. 
The case was that of Al Davis, of 
Atlanta, against the railroad in which 
he sought to collect $2,250, alleging 
that the beer had lost its strength dur- 
ing-its long shipment from a New Jer- 
sey brewery. The railroad demurred 
to the suit maintaining that it could 
not be sued over the beer because it 
was Contraband at the time. Judge A,

pal court, overruled the demurrers but 
the railroad carried the case to the 
court of appeals which yesterday re- 
versed Judge Etheridge and directed 
that the demur.ers be sustained.

Bil! Couples Industry’s Aid 
With Publicity on Farm 
a eee 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—(>)-—- 
A republican demand for publicity on 
big AAA benefit payments was grant- 
ed today by the senate, but not until 
democrats had attached a counter- 
proposal that tariff benefits to manu- 
facturing and other industries also 
should be publicized. 
‘The broadscale orders were con- 
tained in a ae reve Senator Van- 
denberg, republican, Michigan. 

The resolution was passed without 
a record vote. But when republicans 
sought. to include an_ investigation 
of the resettlement administration and 
publicity on salaried employes appoint- 
ed by this administration outside the 
civil service ranks, democrats and a 
few republicans snowed them under. 

The resolution, as finally passed, 
asked : 

A list of all ..AA payments. over 
$10,000 a year, together with the 
amount of production the payments 
had stopped, .__| the acreage involved ; 
A list of corporations with 1934 
net incomes exceeding $1,000,000 
which produce commodities protected 
by the tariff, and the duty rates, to- 
gether with the profits attributable to 
the tariff, as well as increased coc‘s 
to Consumers ; 

The names of the three corporations 
which did the largest 1934 business 
in production of each of the following 
tariff-protected articles: aluminum, 
stele and iron, photographic cameras 
and films, chemicals and dyes, electrical 
appliances and equipment, cellophane 
and razors, plate glass, cast iron pipe 
and fittings, and tin articles. 

A report from the senate agricul- 
ture committee as to the extent the 
big AAA payments indicated “the de- 
gree to which land ownership had by 
1933 become concentrated in large 
corporate holdings.” 

Senator Robinson asserted Vanden- 
berg was eager for publicity on AAA 
payments in a presidential campaign 
year, but had sought to prevent pub- 
licity of RFC loans to banks in 1932, 
and later had opposed income tax pub- 
licity. : 

Vandenberg denied politics was in- 
volved, saying: 

“I’m simply asking for information 
regarding the paying of $1,000,000,- 
000 out of the treasury on the ipse 
dixit of one non-elective public offi- 
cial who spent it where, when and te 
whom he pleased.”

SUN’S RADIATION 
HELD WEATHER KEY 


Smithsonian Head Says 
Measurements Permit 2- 


Week Forecasts. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—The 
National Academy of Sciences today 
heard Dr. C. G. Abbot, secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institution, suggest 
the possibility of making long-range 
weather forecasts for two weeks in 
advance by noting changes in the eun’s 
output of energy. 

Variations of as little as seven- 
tenths of one per cent in the radia- 
tion from the sun are known to oc- 
cur, he said, and result in changes 
of as much as 10 degrees Fahrenheit 
in the heat of the earth. 

When the radiation begins to de- 
crease, in January for example, 
specific pattern of rising and fallin 
temperature occurs in the city of 
Washington, Dr. Abbot said. 

By extremely accurate determina- 
tions of the sun’s radiation made at 
three Smithsonian Institution observa- 
tion stations and analysis of weather 
records he determined such patterne 
of weather behavior for three points 


of the year. 

Dr. Abbot added that use of the 
method for reliable daily weather serv- 
ice would require the establishment 
of 10 solar observing stations on high 
mountain tops in various parts of the 
world. A test of the method might be 
— by 1940 if funds were avail- 
able to establish and maintain such 


stations, he said.

A Drunkard’s Path May Be Called a Primrose Oné, 


By FLORENCE La GANKE, 


The members of the Nancy Page 
quilt club hailed the pattern of the 
day with glee. “My, but I’m glad 
you have worked this pattern out in 
a small size. .ou know this is a fas- 
cinating block, but it is so hard to 
find any pattern which is cut small 
enough. I don’t like this pattern when 
the pieces are larger.” 

“Glad I’ve satisfied you. You know, 
of course, that this is a tricky quilt 
to piece. In the first place there are 


curves and they are always harder 
than straight pieces.” 

Then the design needs care when 
you put the pieces together. It scarce- 
ly seems possible that there are only 
two shapes of pieces and that the use 
of them can result in such a compli- 
cated looking pattern. 

This quilt, by the way, has almost 
many names as a day has hours. 


as 
It is called ‘““Drunkard’s Path” here, 


| 


but it is known as “Solomon’s Puz- 
zle,” “Old Maid’s Puzzle,” “Robbing 
Peter to Pay Paul,” “Rock Road to 
California,” ““‘Winding Ways,” “Crook- 
ed Paths,” and Heaven knows what 
else. Usually grandmothers made this 
pattern in a dark blue print com- 
bined with white or white sprigged 
with black. But I have one made with 
a rose henna print and white. It is 
effective. Another friend has one in 
yellow and white and hers is good 
looking, too. But let’s get to work.” 

The quilt club members clipped the 
picture and directions from the paper. 
They sent for the direction leaflet. 
Then they traced the patterns onto 
lightweight cardboard. No seams are 
allowed. That means that the card- 
hoard patterns, when laid on the 
goods should be marked with a pen- 
ciled .outline. In cutting, an allow- 
ance of one-eighth inch is made be- 
yond the penciled line. Be sure that 
you sew on the line. Don’t allow more 
than an eighth of an inch for seams 
because it is hard to get curved seams 
to press out flat and the deeper the 
seam the more difficult it is. Study 
the diagrams carefully to see how to 
put the pieces together. You may 
have to do quite a bit of ripping for 
the placement is tricky. Allow five 
yards of color and five of white for 
a quilt top for a double bed. Make 
this top 90 by 106 inches in size.

SOLONS ARE WARNED 
BY U. §. GH TRIBUNAL 


Bureaus Hold Threat to Con- 
stitutional Rights, Says 
Jurists’ Decision. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—(4)— 
The supreme court voiced a warning 
today that legislative bodies cannot 
endow administrative agencies with 
rate-making power without being sub- 


; ject to “judicial scrutiny and determ- 


ination in order to prevent the trans- 
gression of these limitations of power.” 

It was contained in an unanimous 
opinion delivered by Chief Justice 
Hughes upholding $2,743,000 valuation 
fixed by Secretary Wallace on the 
property of the St. Joseph (Mo.) 
Stockyards Company and his order 
reducing service charges. 

The case, the government said, was 
the first under the 1921 packers and 
stockyarde act to present to the tribu- 
nal “the ordinary issues of valuation 
and fair return in a stockyards rate 
controversy.” 

The decision was the last of 12, 
all unanimous, delivered before the 
court begins a final week of argument 
prior to adjournment in early June. A 
decision of the Guffey act was deferred 
for at least another week. 

The court upheld a 1919 Illinois 
law placing farm produce dealers un- 
der license and bond and affirmed a 
decree holding the International Busi- 
ness Machines Corporation, of New 
— city, had violated the anti-trust 
aw. 

In the stockyards case, Hughes said: 

“Legislative agencies, with varying 
qualifications, work in a field peculiar- 
ly exposed to political demands, some 
may be expert and impartial, others 
subservient. 

“It is not difficult for them to ob- 
serve a requirement of law in giving 
a hearing and receiving evidence. But 
to say that their findings of fact may 
be made conclusive where constitution- 
al rights of liberty and property are 
involved, although the evidence clearly 
establishes that the findings are wrong 
and constitutional rights have been 
invaded, is to place those rights at the 
mercy of administrative officials and 
seriously to impair the security in- 
herent in our judicial safeguards. 

“That prospect with our multiplica- 
tion of administrative agencies is not 
one to be lightly regarded.” 

Justices Brandeis, Stone and Car- 
dozo concurred in the decision, but con- 
tended that the court had no right 
to set aside a finding of fact by the 
secretary of agriculture. : 

“The constitution,” the Hughes 
opinion said, “fixed limits to the rate- 


rivation of property without due 
process of law, or the taking of pri- 
vate property for public use without 
just compensation. 

“When the legislature acts direct- 
ly, its action is subject to judicial 
scrutiny and determination in order 
to prevent the transgression of these 
limits of power. 

“The legislature cannot preclude 
that scrutiny or determination by any 
declaration of legislative finding. 

“Legislation declaration or finding 
is necessarily subject to independent 
judicial’ review upon the facts and 
the law by courts of competent juris- 
diction to the end that the constitu- 
tion. as the supreme law of the land, 
may be maintained. 

“Nor can the legislature escape the 
constitutional limitation by authoriz- 
ing its agents to make ey. that 

imita- 
tion.”
